In the fall Gross was stabbed in 
the left side. He died five days after 
from the effects of the wound. West- 
brook has since been in jail. The People 
charge that Westbrook stabbed Gross 
with murderous intent. The defense will 
try to show that the wound was acci- 
dentally inflicted—that Gross fell on the 
knife as he knocked Westbrook down.

A Check on the Attorneys. 


Judge Smith laid down the law tor 


some attorneys in the circuit room this 
forenoon, ruling on a point of expendi- 
ture of the county funds heretofore by 
custom disregarded. Attorney Lee had 
made a motion for continuance in a cer- 
tain case, but had to prepare an affidavit. 
Naturally enough he called upon Clerk 
McClellan for a sheet of blank paper. 
Neither the clerk nor Sheriff Mauzy had 
any paper except for their own use, 
whereupon Mr. Lee got huffy and re- 
marked in effect that things were coming 
to a pretty pass when an attorney 
couldn't get a sheet of paper from the 
county on which to write an affidavit. 
At this juncture Judge Smith interposed 
and ruled that the county had no more 
right to furnish lawyers stationery and 
ink than it had to provide grocers with 
wrapping paper, or attorneys with fuel 
to heat their offices. This ruling caused 
the attorneys to look about sharply as 
they realized that it was dollars and 
cents to them in the course of a year. 
Mr. Lee had to go down into his pocket 
for a nickel and send a friend out to a 
book store for paper. Neither the sheriff 
nor clerk is authorized by law to supply 
the attorneys with stationery. In future 
if the lawyers require supplies in court 
time they will have to make the pur- 
chases themselves.

HOW DIMES ARE WADE. 


Worlc of the Money Pro«c« 1" Uncle S»m'» 


Mini »t Si1" Francisco. 


The process of dime making is an 


interesting one. The silver bullion it 
first melted and run into two-pound 
bars. These in turn are rnn through 
immense rollers and flattened out to the 
thickness of the coin. These silver 
strips are then passed through a ma- 
chine which cuts them into proper size 
for the presses, the strips first having 
been treated with a kind of tallow to 
prevent their being scratched in theii 
passage through the cotters. The silver 
pieces are then put into the feeder of the 
printing presses und are fed to the die 
by sfutomatic machinery at the rate of 
one hundred per minute, 48,000 dime? 
being turned out in a regular working 
day of eight hours. As the , smooth 
pieces are being pressed between the 
ponderous printing dies, they receive 
the lettered and figured impression in 
a manner simular to that of a paper 
pressed upon a form of type; at the same 
time the piece is expanded in a slight 
degree, and the small corrugations are 
cut into its rim. The machine drops 
the completed coin into a receiver, and 
it is ready for the counter's hands. The 
instrument used by the counter is not a 
complicated machine, by any means, 
as one might suppose. 
It is a simple 


copper-colored tray, having raised 
ridges running across its surface at a 
distance apart the exact width of a 
dime. From the receiver the money is 
dumped on to this board or tray, and 
as it is shaken rapidly by the counter, 
the pieces settle down into the spaces 
between the ridges. All these spaces 
being filled, the surplus coin is brushed 
back into the receiver and the counter 
has exactly 1,250 silver dimes, or $125, 
on his tray, which number is required 
to fill the spaces. 
The tray is then 


emptied into boxes, and tho money is 
ready for shipment. The dime docs 
not pass through the weigher's hands 
as does the coin of larger denomina- 
tion. 
One and 
one-half grains is 


allowed for variation or "tolerance" 
in all silver coins from a dollar down, 
and the deviation from the standard in 
the case of the ten-cent pieces is so 
trilling that the trouble and expense of 
weighing coins of this denomination is 
dispensed with.— San Francisco Chron- 
icle.
